We  submit  the  following  report  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  department  continued  their  fine  work  through  the 
year  in  accordance  with  the  high  standards  to  which  Swampscott  citizens  have 
(become  accustomed.  Last  year's  report  was  too  late  to  include  richly  deserved 
commendation  for  the  emergency  work,  so  capably  performed  at  the  tragic  train 
wreck  February  28,  1956. 

A  noteworthy  event  during  the  year  was  the  appointment  of  Town  Department 
Chaplains,  Rev.  Laurence  J.  Cedrone  and  Rev.  Howard  Andrews. 

The  outstanding  personnel  change  was  the  appointment  cn  December  7,  1956 
of  Deputy  Chief  Carl  Pagano. 

On  December  14,  1956,  Robert  E.  Donahue  was  appointed  permanent  Inter- 
mittent. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  effectiveness  of  our  police  organization  in  matters  pertaining  to  traffic 
safety  can  best  be  measured  by  its  receipt  of  another  annual  award  for  its  pedestrian 
safety  record.  Chief  Wall  and  his  department  also  deserve  praise  for  their  exceptional 
efforts  under  trying  conditions  at  the  train  tragedy. 

The  following  personnel  changes  occurred  during  the  year. 

Herbert  F.  Frazier,  Sr.  retired  after  twenty-eight  years  of  outstanding  service. 

Charles  Losano,  Jr.  was  appointed  permanent  patrolman,  May  11,  1956. 

The  practice  of  sending  men  to  the  State  Police  School  for  special  training  and 
courses  was  continued.  Stephen  J.  Boraisia,  who  graduated  April  26,  1956,  and 
Charles  Losano,  Jr.,  who  graduated  November  16,  1956,  attended  this  year. 

TRAFFIC  AND  DRIVING  PROBLEMS 

The  Selectmen  have  given  special  attention  to  this  vital  matter  this  year. 
The  Massachusetts  Safety  Council  is  conducting,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  a  study 
of  our  local  problems,  relating  to  traffic  and  parking.  A  Citizens  Traffic  Safety 
Committee  was  appointed  to  assemble  the  thoughts  and  suggestions  of  the  towns- 
people on  this  problem.  The  Police  Department  gave  its  full  assistance  and 
cooperation,  making  available  accident  records  that  pointed  out  the  chief  trouble 
spots.  Based  on  suggestions  received,  action  has  been  taken  in  several  areas.  Stop 
signs  have  been  authorized  on  all  streets  intersecting  Paradise  Road  in  the  Clarke 
School  area.  Devens  Road  has  been  made  one  way.  It  is  hoped  that  as  the 
Massachusetts  Safety  Council  recommendations  become  availaible,  they  can  be 
effectuated  to  improve  our  safety  picture  and  the  traffic  and  parking  situation. 

GROUP  INSURANCE 
Pursuant  to- the  acceptance  by  the  voters  of  Life,  Casualty,  and  Sickness  insur- 
ance, for  all  Town  employees,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  of 
local  insurance  men  to  draw  up  benefit  specifications  on  which  bids  were  received. 
A  careful  study  was  made  of  the  over  twenty  proposals  received  from  over  forty 
agents  with  the  aid  of  experts  from  the  State  Insurance  Division.  With  the  award 
to  John  Hancock  and  Blue  Cross,  the  consultants  felt  that  Swampscott  had  received 
the  maximum  in  employee  benefits  at  the  most  economical  cost  to  the  Town. 
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An  advisory  group  insurance  committee  has  been  appointed  to  watch  this 
program  with  particular  attention  to  possible  suggestions  for  improvements. 

GENERAL  INSURANCE 

With  the  appointment  of  a  new  broker  of  record,  the  Town's  entire  insurance 
picture  has  been  reappraised.  Property  no  longer  in  existance  has  been  removed  from 
the  list.  Replacement  values  have  been  brought  up  to  date  to  eliminate  the  risk 
of  the  Town's  becoming  a  co-insurer  in  case  of  loss.  In  accordance  with  a  vote  of 
the  Town  Meeting,  liability  coverage  for  the  Town's  vehicles  has  been  initiated 
and  is  now  in  effect. 

A  General  Insurance  Advisory  Committee  has  been  set  up  to  provide  additional 
suggestions  and  viewpoints  on  these  matters  toward  the  objective  of  adequate 
coverage  at  minimum  cost. 

STUDIES  OF  REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES 

In  the  belief  that  the  tax  rate  calls  for  special  effort  and  attention,  the  Selectmen 
set  up  two  committees  to  study  the  income  and  outgo  pictures,  both  of  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  continued  in  this  critical  period  of  rising  costs. 

The  Economy  Planning  Committee  has  been  studying  government  operations 
with  a  view  to  possible  economies.  Set  up  with  the  approval  and  cooperation  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  to  date  they  have  assembled  hundreds  of  pages  of  facts  and 
figures  and  made  several  significant  recommendations. 

The  Tax  Revenue  Study  Committee  is  investigating  the  possible  benefits  of 
changing  land  uses  by  re-zoning,  etc.,  to  realize  the  utmost  in  net  revenue  and 
reduce  the  proportionate  share  of  the  tax  burden  borne  by  homeowners. 

As  noted  above,  during  the  year  the  Board  decided  to  call  on  a  number  of 
citizens  of  the  Town  to  render  public  service  in  helping  to  solve  some  of  the  major 
problems  confronting  the  Town.  The  response  was  extremely  encouraging.  Studies 
have  been  made  and  excellent  reports  rendered  by  the  several  committees  appointed 
by  the  Board:  Committee  on  Group  Insurance  Specifications,  Economy  Planning 
Committee,  Tax  Revenue  Study  Committee;  Group  Insurance  Advisory  Committee, 
Citizens  Traffic  Safety  Committee,  Boston  and  Maine  Rate  Study  Committee,  Waste 
Collection  and  Disposal  Committee.  The  individuals  serving  on  these  committees 
are  listed  on  the  first  pages  of  the  Town  Report. 

Many  recommendations  will  therefore  be  submitted  to  the  next  and  future 
town  meetings,  to  be  followed,  we  trust,  by  favorable  action. 

It  is  the  Board's  intention  to  continue  this  practice  of  calling  on  the  citizens 
to  participate  in  the  study  and  solution  of  our  common  problems,  and  we  wish  to 
publicly  thank  all  those  whose  fine  public  spirit  has  helped  us  and  our  Town  and 
contributed  so  much  to  the  cause  of  good  government. 

Our  thanks  go  also  to  the  new  superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  to  all  other  officials,  department  heads,  and  employees  of  the  Town,  and  to 
the  many  citizens,  all  of  whom  have  cooperated  with  us  during  the  year  —  space 
doesn't  permit  us  to  mention  by  name.  It  is  only  by  and  with  this  assistance  and 
cooperation  that  it  was  possible  to  accomplish  what  we  have. 

Your  Board  wishes  to  report  that  the  citizens'  interests  have  been  represented 
at  all  State  Hearings  during  the  year  that  concerned  Swampscott  such  as  on  commuter 
rates,  Saturday  train  service.  Dredging  the  Harbor.  All  members  of  the  Board  have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  attend  every  meeting  during  the  past  year. 

We  live  in  a  fine  Town;  one  of  which  we  can  all  feel  justly  proud,  but  with 
continued  team  work  we  can  make  this  even  a  better  Town  in  which  to  live.  This 
should  be  our  common  goal.

Tuesday,  March  27,  1956 

In  accordance  with  the  adjournment  of  Monday,  March  19,  1956,  the  Town 
Meeting  Members  were  called  to  order  at  8:00  P.M.,  the  necessary  quorum  being 
present  (188). 

The  warrant  with  the  return  thereon,  was  read  by  Malcolm  F.  MacLean,  Jr., 
Town  Clerk.

Whereas,  during  a  driving  snowstorm  on  Felbruary  28,  1956  a  tragic  crash 
occurred  without  our  town  which  brought  sudden  death  to  thirteen  persons,  serious 
injuries  to  several  others  and,  in  varying  degrees,  lesser  injuries  to  scores  of  other 
passengers,  and

Again  Swampscott  citizens  are  confronted  with  rising  costs,  a  condition  which 
is  prevalent  in  all  communities.  Apart  from  the  continuing,  basic  and  necessary 
services,  the  taxpayer  is  confronted  with  the  cjuestion  of  what  new  cervices  he  wishes, 
and  can  finance,  and  what,  if  any,  extension  of  existing  accommodations  he  cares 
to  make.  Underlying  these  considerations  is  the  inescapable  factor  of  rising  costs, 
some  which  he  may  be  able  to  control,  others  over  which  he  can  exercise  no  restraint. 
Many  services  and  supplies  are  vitally  necessary,  and  increasing  prices  must  be  paid. 
Two  critical  factors,  which  underly  all  prices  are;  the  increasing  interest  rate,  and 
the  increasing  cost  of  oil.  This  poses  the  questions  as  to  whether  we  are  slowly 
slipping  back  to  an  administered  economy  —  we  now  have  a  partially  administered 
economy  as  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  sets  interest  rates  —  with  all  its  attendant 
red  tape  and  bureaucracy.  It  is  a  challenge  to  everyone;  an  effort  to  preserve  standards 
which  are  equitable  and  desirable. 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Section  6l,  Chapter  41,  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  following  report  is  submitted.  It  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Director  of  Accounts.  A  detailed  report  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956,  is  available  in  fthis  office.

The  Board  of  Pulblic  Works  herewith  siibmits  its  First  Annual  Report  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  year  1956. 

From  January  1,  1956  to  March  19,  1956  (date  of  Annual  Town  Election) 
the  various  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  functioned  under  the  different 
Boards  and  Commissions.  Immediately  after  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Election  a 
new  Board  of  Public  Works  was  established  consolidating  the  following  service 
divisions  into  a  Department  of  Public  Works: — Engineering,  Cemetery,  Highway, 
Park,  Sewer  and  Water. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  27,  1956  voted  Civil  Service  status  for 
all  the  divisions  of  Public  Works. 

One  of  the  first  functions  of  the  newly  created  Board  of  Public  Works  was  to 
prepare  and  draft  the  necessary  qualifications  for  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Works, 
who  would  administer  and  coordinate  the  various  divisions  into  a  Department  of 
Public  Works.  The  Board  advertised  in  the  Boston  papers  and  in  Public  Works 
magazines.  Numerous  applications  were  received,  the  most  qualified  applicants  were 
interviewed,  and  the  Board  voted  unanimously  to  appoint  Paul  A.  Polisson  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Cemetery  Division:  During  the  year  the  working  force  of  this  division  was* 
reduced  from  five  to  four  employees,  and  with  assistance  from  other  divisions  the 
Cemetery  will  be  maintained  and  developed  in  an  excellent  manner.

I  Section  C  was  enlarged  and  opened  for  one,  two,  and  three  grave  lots  in 
December.  This  Section  was  started  in  1955  and  completed  December  15,  1956. 
There  were  98  funerals,  and  all  receipts  of  interments,  sale  of  lots,  liners  and 
■oundations  were  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

For  1957  it  is  planned  to  remove  the  crushed  stone  from  the  roads  in  the 
>metery  and  replace  with  bituminous  concrete,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $5,000.00 
ubject  to  approval  of  the  1957  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  will  improve  the 
ppearance  and  reduce  maintenance  cost  on  roads. 

Engineering  Division:  Engineering  services  furnished  by  this  division  for  the 
ear  of  1956  includes  surveys,  computation,  record  plans,  cost  estimates,  assessment 
uantities,  designs  for  construction  projects,  alignment  of  house  numbers,  preparation 
)f  contracts,  including  specifications  and  drawings,  description  of  properties  and 
iasements,  and  furnishing  of  information  and  engineering  data  to  private  engineers, 
urveyors,  attorneys  and  other  persons.

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The  various  divisions  which  require  the  services  of  this  division  usually  mention 
in  their  respective  reports  a  detail  of  the  projects  requiring  such  services;  therefore, 
no  listing  of  specific  projects  is  included  herein.  The  work  load  on  the  division 
continues  to  increase. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  endeavoring  to  fill  the  position  of  Transitman  in 
the  Engineering  Division,  which  at  present  is  vacant.  This  will  be  of  great  assistance 
to  this  division  in  keeping  a  complete  survey  party  in  the  field. 

Highway  Divisiofr.  During  the  year  the  working  force  of  this  division  was 
reduced  by  two  men.  The  following  streets  were  constructed  with  bituminous  con- 
crete, in  accordance  with  votes  of  previous  Town  Meetings:  Erie  Street,  Banks  Court, 
Banks  Circle,  Porter  Court,  Eastman  Avenue,  Eureka  Avenue,  Worcester  Avenue, 
and  Young  Avenue. 

Storm  drains  were  constructed  on  Banks  Court,  Erie  Street  and  Young  Avenue, 
in  accordance  with  votes  of  previous  Town  Meetings. 

Under  the  Continuous  Sidewalk  Act,  new  sidewalks  and  granite  curbs  were 
constructed  on  streets  voted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  follows:  Blodgett  Avenue, 
Eastman  Avenue,  Humphrey  Street,  —  from  Dale  Street  to  Dennison  Avenue. 

Under  General  Maintenance  all  catch  basins  in  the  Town  were  cleaned ;  and  all 
operations  pertaining  to  streets  and  sidewalks,  i.e.,  sweeping,  patching,  plowing, 
sanding,  etc.,  were  carried  out  by  this  division.  Preston  and  Whales  Beaches  were 
cleaned  daily  during  the  Summer  months.  Personnel  from  this  division  work  for 
the  Swampscott  Health  Department  on  Poison  Ivy  and  Mosquito  Control. 

Reconstruction  of  both  Bituminous  Concrete  and  Portland  Cement  Concrete 
sidewalks  were  accomplished  in  many  sections  of  the  Town. 

Park  Division:  Immediately  as  the  new  department  was  forming,  snow  storms 
allowed  us  to  cooperate  with  snow  removal.  At  that  time  we  were  not  set  up  to 
plow  on  the  highways,  so  that  the  work  was  entirely  snow  removal. 

As  Spring  came  along,  a  giant  pile  of  loam  faced  us  at  the  rear  of  the  Library 
with  the  request  to  spread  and  grade  and  later  landscape  the  new  addition.  This 
was  done  in  conjunction  with  the  routine  Spring  cleanup  work. 

The  tulip  beds  were  not  outstanding,  due  to  children  jumping  through  the  beds 
to  the  extent  that  we  were  forced  to  plant  pansies. 

Tree  planting  was  carried  on  with  approximately  800  trees  planted.  Considera- 
tion was  given  as  to  specie  and  location,  as  well  as  the  design  of  the  house.  Paul 
Scarlet  hawthornes,  modesta  ash,  hop-horn  beam,  red  leaf  maple,  sugar  maple,  up- 
right maple,  and  the  augustine  ascending  elm,  were  used.

The  eighteen  memorial  trees  lost  in  the  hurricane  and  the  construction  of  the 
Library  addition,  were  replaced. 

I  The  spraying  program  was  carried  on  for  the  control  of  the  elm  bark  beetle, 
canker  worms,  leaf  aphids,  and  Japanese  beetles.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  there 
seems  to  be  less  infestation  of  the  Japanese  beetles,  which  we  feel  is  due  to  the  fine 
cooperation  of  the  various  garden  clubs  and  the  combined  efforts  of  entire  neighbor- 
loods. 

The  Dutch  elm  disease  continues  its  ravages  and  as  yet  no  control  has  been 
"ound.  It  is  believed  that  it  will  continue  until  all  elms  have  been  destroyed. 

The  Leroy  x^ustin  playground  was  graded,  swings  and  chute  erected  and  a 
:hain  link  fence  placed,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  recreation  project  continued  to  be  successful  at  all  parks  under  the  direction 
\>f  Mr.  Richard  Stevenson  of  the  High  School  faculty.  The  results  of  this  and  the 
/ery  fine  program  of  the  Little  League  and  Babe  Ruth  League  should  bring  future 
results  at  the  High  School  level.  Because  of  extended  organized  athletic  programs  a 
Shortage  of  Playing  Fields  exists,  and  a  study  will  be  made  on  this  subject. 

The  High  School  and  school  athletic  teams  reached  a  population  of  over  330 
participants  at  Phillips  Park.  Not  only  have  the  fields  become  too  small  but  the 
ocker  building  built  for  80  is  now  servicing  that  number  . 

The  school  spirit  has  reached  an  all  time  high,  which  is  reflected  by  the  number 
)f  fans  attending  the  various  outdoor  sports.  The  shortage  of  Bleachers  is  causing 
in  inconvenience  to  the  public  attending  the  games.  The  Booster  Club  bought,  and 
his  department  erected  a  fine  electric  score  board.  The  new  press  booth  was  built 
>n  the  westerly  side  of  the  field. 

Jackson  Park  was  the  summer  home  of  the  Greater  Lynn  Camp  Fire  Girls'  Day 
lamp,  and  it  is  very  heartening  to  see  the  many  girls  participating  in  organized 
Activities  throughout  the  wooded  areas.  The  Life  Guards  at  Fisherman's  Beach  gave 
pne  morning  a  week  to  these  girls  in  swimming  and  life  saving  lessons.  Various 
thurch  groups  are  now  using  the  Park  for  day  camps  of  week  duration  or  daily  evem:>. 
During  the  annual  events  of  fireworks,  it  is  estimated  that  as  high  as  10,000 
,  )eople  visit  the  area  to  enjoy  the  fine  displays. 

Abbott  Park  is  undergomg  a  face  lifting  by  reloaming,  grading  and  in  the 
fp^ii^^  will  be  reseeded.  The  drain  was  installed  as  another  Public  Works  project. 
The  flagpole  was  cut  off  and  reset,  as  the  base  was  rotted.

Seiver  Division:  Sewer  extensions  were  completed  in  1956  in  Sargent  Road, 
Pleasant  Street,  Banks  Terrace,  Oakledge  Road  and  Essex  Street,  and  a  Relief  in  the 
Sewer  System  was  installed  at  the  junction  of  Grant  and  Farragut  Roads,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  votes  of  Town  Meetings. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  27,  1956,  Sewers 
were  voted  for  Sargent  Road,  Walnut  Road,  Commonwealth  Terrace,  Swampscott 
Avenue  and  the  Greenway.  During  1956,  Swampscott  Avenue  and  the  Greenway 
sewer  extensions  were  completed.  The  remainder  of  streets  voted  will  be  constructed 
in  1957  when  plans  and  specifications  are  completed.  A  Drain  was  installed  from 
Humphrey  Street  across  private  properties  to  Atlantic  Avenue  in  accordance  with 
vote  of  Town  Meeting. 

Stacey  Brook,  which  has  an  outlet  on  the  beach,  was  tested  and  found  to  be 
polluted.  This  necessitated  the  installation  of  a  Chlorinator.  The  City  of  Lynn  and 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  on  a  cooperative  basis  assumed  the  costs  of  operating  this 
Chlorinator  for  treating  the  effluent  in  Stacey  Brook.  The  Chlorinator  of  Stacey 
Brook  reduced  to  a  minimum  the  pollution,  which  allowed  the  Board  of  Health  to 


open  the  beach  for  bathing  purposes.

It  is  with  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Albert  Loyte, 
our  Meter  Reader.  Mr.  Loyte  was  a  loyal  and  conscientious  employee,  and  the 
division  feels  his  passing  greatly. 

On  Tuesday,  February  28,  1956  a  disastrous  train  wreck  occurred  near  Essex 
Street,  and  all  personnel  of  the  Public  Works  Department  assisted  in  the  numerous 
chores  necessitated  by  such  an  incident. 

With  the  acceptance  of  Public  Works  by  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  all  personnel 
in  the  Service  Divisions  can  be  temporarily  transferred  so  that  major  Public  Works 
projects  can  be  undertaken  by  force  account  rather  than  by  outside  contracts.  With 
the  cooperation  of  personnel  and  equipment  from  several  divisions,  the  Administra- 
tion Building  Drain  was  installed  for  approximately  $1200.00,  instead  of  a  contract 
for  $2700.00, — also  the  Abbott  Park  grading  and  drain  for  approximately  $4000.00. 
instead  of  $5000.00.  The  controversial  Essex  Street  was  paved  under  Chapter  90 
in  three  days,  and  for  1957  a  section  of  Humphrey  Street,  (from  the  Fish  House 
towards  Atlantic  Avenue)  will  be  resurfaced  under  Chapter  90.  Under  the  Acts 
of  1956,  Chapter  718,  Puritan  Road  will  be  reconstructed  in  short  sections,  with 
minimum  inconvenience  to  the  abutters  and  users  of  Puritan  Road. 

A  program  of  replacing  damaged  bituminous  concrete  sidewalks  will  be 
started  in  1957,  and  if  voted  by  the  Town  Meeting  approximately  144,000  square  , 
yards  of  Town  streets  will  be  seal  coated  with  bituminous  asphalt,  and  covered!, 
with  peastone  to  give  the  streets  a  good  appearance  and  smoother  riding  surface. 

The  following  Public  Works  projects  were  completed  in  1956:  Cemetery  House: 
Repairs,  enlarging  Section  C  in  the  Cemetery,  Fish  House  repairs  and  painting,,! 
Leroy  Austin  Park,  Phillips  Park  grading,  Park  Bleachers,  Abbott  Park  grading  andl 
drain,  Administration  Building  drain.  , 

Sidewalks:  Eastman  Avenue,  Blodgett  Avenue  and  Humphrey  Street. 

Street  Construction:  Eastman  Avenue,  Young  Avenue,  Banks  Court,  Banks 
Circle,  Eureka  Avenue,  Porter  Court  and  Worcester  Avenue. 

Water  Mains:  Foster  Dam  Section  —  Elwin  Street. 

Sewers:  Oakledge  Road,  Essex  Street,  The  Greenway  and  Swampscott  Avenue^ 
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At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  October  16,  1956,  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  requested  $115,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  for  the  Public 
Works  Department.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Finance  Committee,  The  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Economy  Planning  Committee,  and  many  other  interested  groups,  the 
Town  Meeting  members  gave  the  Board  of  Public  Works  a  vote  of  confidence  by 
voting  the  entire  amount  requested.  The  following  equipment  was  purchased  for 
$103,000.00,  leaving  a  balance  of  $12,000.00  that  was  not  borrowed  by  the  Town 
Treasurer :

The  old  equipment  in  the  Public  Works  Department  was  traded  in  towards  the 
purchase  of  the  new  equipment.  In  the  month  of  December  this  new  equipment 
was  tested  during  the  four  snow  storms,  and  the  equipment  and  men  did  a  remark- 
able job.  All  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  Department  were  alerted  for  these  four 
storms  and  they  did  an  outstanding  job.  The  new  motor  grader  has  not  been 
delivered,  but  it  will  be  used  both  for  snow  plowing  and  for  street  construction. 
The  new  Street  Sweeper  should  sweep  approximately  15  miles  of  streets  per  day. 
This  will  allow  the  department  to  sweep  all  the  streets  of  the  Town  at  least  once 
a  week. 

The  Public  Works  Board  has  standardized  wages  and  overtime  rates  for  all 
employees  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  The  hours  and  work  schedules  were 
also  standardized.  All  personnel  have  been  notified  that  in  case  of  emergencies,  they 
all  must  be  available  for  work  with  the  division  requiring  their  services. 

The  Board  has  set  up  a  motor  equipment  repair  shop,  and  it  is  planned  to 
accomplish  all  repairs  and  maintenance  on  this  equipment  by  our  own  personnel. 
This  will  reduce  our  equipment  maintenance  costs  and  prolong  the  life  of  our 
equipment.  The  Board  is  inserting  an  Article  in  the  1957  Annual  Town  Meeting 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Equipment  Replacement  Fund,  to  be  used  in  future  years 
to  replace  equipment  without  floating  large  Bond  Issues. 

A  survey  is  being  made  of  the  Town's  Water  Distribution  System  to  eliminate 
dead-end  water  mains  in  the  Town,  and  the  Water  Division  plans  to  install  sections 
of  Cast  Iron  mains  to  eliminate  these  dead-ends,  which  cause  dirty  water  and 
reduced  pressure  during  the  Summer  months. 

Due  to  the  numerous  trees  in  the  Town,  another  piece  of  equipment  should 
be  purchased  to  pick  up  leaves  from  the  street,  and  blow  them  into  our  dump  trucks. 
This  equipment  will  keep  our  streets  cleaner  and  prevent  drain  plug-ups  with  a 
reduction  in  maintenance  costs. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  wishes  to  extend  their  thanks  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Economy  Planning  Committee,  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott,  the  supervisors  and  per- 
;onnel  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  given  to 
the  department  in  making  the  first  year  under  Public  Works  a  success.

Swampscott  experienced  a  marked  increase  in  its  death  rate  this  year  which 
was  largely  due  to  the  train  wreck  in  February  that  claimed  13  lives.  Our  rate  rose 
from  10.3  to  11.4  deaths  per  1,000  population.  The  leading  cause  of  death  continues 
to  be  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  with  67  followed  by  17  deaths  from 
cancer  and  16  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  central  nervous  system.  The  average  age 
of  death  was  66.6  years  which  is  lower  than  the  national  average  because  of  the  train 
accident. 

Swampscott  birth  reports  totaled  l63  through  September  30th,  8  of  which  were 
premature.

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  three  common  childhood  diseases,  chicken- 
pox,  measles,  and  mumps  and  a  moderate  increase  in  german  measles.  One  case  of 
diphtheria  in  a  young  adult  was  reported  which  was  the  first  case  of  this  disease 
since  1946.  It  was  most  gratifying  to  note  the  absence  of  polio  this  year  especially 
after  polio  vaccine  was  made  available  to  everyone.  In  the  age  group  of  0-30  years 
vaccine  was  supphed  through  Federal  or  State  Funds  and  could  be  obtained  through 
a  Public  Clinic  or  the  family  physician.  Acceptance  of  the  vaccine  among  children 
15  years  of  age  and  younger  was  estimated  at  94%  however,  a  disappointingly  smaK 
number  of  the  older  group  received  vaccine  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  people  wif  i 
soon  realize  the  value  of  polio  immunity  and  take  advantage  of  the  vaccines  benefits 
Present  statistics  indicate  the  vaccine  is  effective  and  that  polio  will  soon  be  amon^ 
the  other  conquered  diseases. 

Plumbing  permits  issued  this  year  totaled  530,  an  increase  of  40  over  last  year 
Our  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  in  September  and  243  dogs  of  the  61  ^ 
licensed  dogs  received  inoculations  and  an  additional  47  were  inoculated  privately  a 
various  other  times. 

Results  from  our  dental  inspections  of  school  children  continue  to  indicate  ar 
increasing  number  of  children  are  receiving  dental  care;  never-the-less,  parent, 
should  still  be  aware  of  good  nutrition  in  relation  to  good  dental  health. 

As  a  result  of  inefficient  refuse  collections  the  town  meeting  appropriated  ai 
additional  $7,000  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  refuse  contractor  with  adequat 
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funds  to  meet  the  rising  cost  of  operation  and  improve  service.  Also,  a  committee  has 
been  appointed  to  study  the  overall  disposal  problems  for  the  future. 

Pollution  of  Stacey  Brook  has  not  been  eliminated  yet  and  the  M.D.C.  was 
required  to  close  Kings'  Beach  again  last  summer  until  temporary  chlorinating  equip- 
ment could  be  installed.  An  investigation  of  the  brook  indicates  that  sewage  is 
entering  surface  and  ground  water  drain  in  Lynn  and  Swampscott  from  various 
sources.  At  present  the  City  of  Lynn  is  planning  to  construct  a  new  sewer  pumping 
station  which  they  feel  will  correct  their  problem.  Pollution  from  Swampscott  occurs 
in  our  obsolete  drainage  system  which  permits  sewage  to  enter  the  drain  during 
heavy  rains  or  when  a  sewer  becomes  plugged.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  is 
cognizant  of  this  problem  and  is  taking  steps  to  correct  it. 

1  The  sewage  and  drainage  problem  on  Little's  Point  has  increased  this  year  as 
more  private  sewage  disposal  systems  have  failed  and  the  Board  of  Health  is 
urgently  recommending  favorable  action  on  the  sewer  study  article  for  this  area  at 
the  1957  town  meeting. 

!  In  conclusion  we  wish  to  acknowledge  the  fine  cooperation  and  assistance 
^received  from  other  town  departments  and  agencies,  especially  the  volunteer 
physicians,  nurses,  and  mothers,  who  assisted  us  in  the  polio  inoculation  program.

CIVIL  DEFENSE  is  the  organization  of  each  level  of  government  to  combat 
disaster.  The  primary  reason  for  the  current  civil  defense  effort  is  the  threat  of  total 
war,  which  modern  technology  has  literally  brought  to  the  doorstep  of  every  citizen. 
A  secondary  value  of  civil  defense  is  the  increase  in  the  capability  of  our  society  to 
cope  with  the  effects  of  natural  disaster,  which  become  increasingly  severe  as  our 
society  becomes  increasingly  mechanized  and  independent. 

The  organization  of  civil  defense  in  an  area  of  nuclear  warfare  is  the  most 
complicated  task  that  civil  governm.ent  has  ever  faced.  Coupled  with  this  fact  is  the 
evident  condition  in  which  public  interest  in  civil  defense  rises  and  falls  with  the 
tides  of  world  tension.  However,  the  threat  of  war  and  the  threat  to  our  national 
survival  is  a  permanent  fact  of  our  present  situation.  Therefore,  the  planning, 
organization  and  training  for  civil  defense  must  be  pressed  forward  regardless  of 
the  current  state  of  public  opinion  until  that  day  when  there  is  absolute  assurance 
of  permanent  peace. 

Massachusetts  is  divided  into  four  civil  defense  areas,  each  based  upon  a  target 
or  support  zone  of  the  state.  These  sub-divisions  of  the  state  for  administration  and 
operational  control  are  each  led  by  an  area  Director.  Each  area  is  divided  into  a 
number  of  sectors,  which  are  based  upon  disaster  operations  considerations.  There 
are  two  city  sectors,  Boston  and  Worcester.  The  other  eighteen  sectors  contain  from 
nine  to  thirty-two  cities  and  towns,  and  each  is  headed  by  a  Sector  Director.  The 
function  of  each  sector  is  to  provide  leadership,  guidance  and  assistance  to  the 
local  civil  defense  organizations  within  the  sector. 

The  keystone  of  civil  defense  disaster  action  is  the  local  civil  defense  organiza- 
tion. Each  municipality  has  a  civil  defense  director  who  is  the  disaster  coordinator 
for  the  executives  of  the  municipality,  who  appoints  him.  The  local  civil  defense 
organization  miust  include  all  organized  resources  of  the  community,  as  well  as 
numerous  auxiliary  civil  defense  volunteers.  The  local  organization  is  also  respons- 
ible for  educating  the  people  of  the  community  on  the  action  that  they  should  take  in 
event  of  enemy  attack  in  view  of  their  geographic  situation. 

If  enemy  attack  threatens  Massachusetts  and  evacuation  of  target  cities  werej 
ordered,  who  would  go  where.''  By  what  roads?  Would  there  be  proper  facilities  to  | 
receive  them?  How  about  food?  Shelter?  New  and  detailed  answers  to  these  and^ 
other  questions  are  being  sought  through  a  sweeping  research  and  instruction  pro- 
gram launched  by  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency.  Financed  by  Federal 
funds,  it  is  called  the  Preliminary  Operational  Survival  Plan  Project,  and  recently 
twenty-five  men  were  graduated  from  the  State  Civil  Defense  Training  School  in 
Topsfield  as  staff  officers.  These  men  will  assist  local  civil  defense  organizatioos. 
in  developing  or  revising  operational  plans  to  cope  with  enemy-caused  disaster. 

The  plan's  aim  is  to  provide  a  program  to  afford  more  protection  and  care  for 
the  population  of  the  state's  351  communities.  The  essential  task  of  the  project  is  to 
render  assistance  to  these  municipalities  in  developing  organized,  timed  and  super- 
vised evacuations  of  major  target  centers  so  that  every  child  in  school,  every  woman) 
at  home  and  every  man  at  work  will  know  exactly  what  he  is  to  do.  This  plain 
further  specifies  the  routes  of  evacuation  movement,  the  reception  communities  ini 
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Massachusetts,  and  the  utiHzation  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  as  additional 
reception  areas. 

We  in  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  will  cooperate  to  the  fullest  in  furthering  the 
plans  of  this  group.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  available  fully  equipped  and  trained 
personnel  in  our  Auxiliary  Fire  Division,  Auxiliary  Pohce  Division,  Rescue  Service 
and  Communications  Division.  The  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  now  has  two  fully 
equipped  pieces  of  apparatus  in  addition  to  the  old  ladder  truck.  We  have  the  best 
equipped  rescue  truck  and  trained  crew  of  any  civil  defense  group  in  the  state.  We 
have,  during  the  past  year,  purchased  three  Gonset  sets  for  our  Communications 
Division  and  have  trained  personnel  to  handle  any  emergency.  Our  Auxiliary  Police, 
as  I  have  stated  before,  are  the  best  in  the  state,  and  having  completed  their  training 
in  the  use  of  revolvers  it  is  our  intention  to  purchase,  under  matching  funds, 
revolvers  for  this  group. 

We  have  comple'ted  our  evacuation  plans  for  the  Town  and  all  available 
information  will  be  distributed  to  each  home  in  Town  before  the  summer  season 
starts. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  Civil  Defense  should  be  a  permanent  department  of 
each  city  and  tovv'n  government.  It  has  proven  its  worth  many  times  in  the  natural 
disasters  we  and  other  communities  have  been  faced  with  during  the  past  five  years. 

I  sincerely  hope  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  department  heads  will  continue 
to  give  Civil  Defense  their  support. 

I  thank  all  who  have,  through  their  interest  and  support.^  helped  bring  our  Civil 
Defense  Organization  to  the  point  where  it  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state.

PERSONNEL 

It  is  gratifying  to  rqport  during  the  year  Rev.  Laurence  Cedrone  of  the  St.  John 
the  Evangehst  Church  (R.C.)  and  the  Rev.  Howard  Andrews  of  the  First  Church 
Congregational  were  appointed  Chaplains  of  this  department.  Their  appointments, 
as  the  first  Chaplains  in  the  history  of  this  department,  was  marked  by  a  testimonial 
dinner  held  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  on  April  12,  1956. 

Captain  Carl  J.  Pagano,  who  headed  the  Civil  Service  list  was  appointed 
Deputy  Chief  on  December  7,  1956.  Mr.  Pagano  succeeds  Chief  Champion  in  the 
deputy  post. 

Mr  .Robert  E.  Donahue  was  appointed  to  the  permanent  intermittent  list  on 
December  14,  1956. 

Due  to  lack  of  manpower  we  are  operating  two  pumps  and  one  ladder  truck. 
Our  normal  complement  should  be  three  pumps  and  one  ladder  truck.  Our  third 
pump,  which  is  used  only  on  emergencies,  stays  parked  in  the  central  fire  station. 
An  investigation  should  be  made,  and  a  progressive  program  established  to  remedy 
this  shortage  of  manpower. 

During  the  year  Captains,  Joseph  Braccio,  James  E.  Champion,  Frank  H. 
Maitland  and  Fire  Fighter  Albert  W.  Lalime  attended  and  graduated  from  the 
Massachusetts  Fire  Service  School.  The  knowledge  gained  from  this  school  has 
proved  to  be  beneficial  to  the  department.  This  school  is  sponsored  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Civil  Defense  Agency  located  in  Topsfield. 

BUILDINGS 

In  reviewing  the  year  1956  we  find  that  the  principal  topic  of  interest,  both 
to  the  committee  and  the  townspeople  is  the  construction  of  a  new  Central  Fire 
Station  in  a  more  centralized  location.  The  Central  Fire  Station  on  New  Ocean  Street 
is  in  very  poor  condition  and  its  upkeep  is  very  costly  to  the  taxpayers. 

Our  Phillips  Beach  Station  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  minor 
carpentry  and  painting  of  the  stairway. 

APPARATUS 

Our  fire  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  our  12-year-old 
jladder  truck,  which  requires  a  major  engine  overhauling. 

INSPECTIONS 

An  inspection  program  was  inaugurated  this  year.  All  mercantile,  public 
buildings,  hotels  and  other  buildings  permitted  by  law  were  inspected.  Inspection  of 
property  is  a  very  valuable  branch  of  the  fire  service  and  any  citizen  who  desires  to 
have  their  property  inspected  by  an  experienced  firefighter  may  do  so  by  calling 
the  Central  Fire  Station  —  LYnn  5-4050. 

A  total  of  456  calls  were  received  during  the  year.  There  has  been  157  permits 
issued  for  the  installation  or  alteration  of  oil  burners,  and  37  permits  were  issued 
for  the  use  of  dynamite  in  the  blasting  of  rock.

The  Swampscott  Housing  Authority  submits  herewith  its  Annual  Report  foj 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

The  debts  of  the  Authority  are  not  the  debts  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  as  th(^ 
Authority  is  an  independent  Corporation  from  the  Town.  However,  four  members 
of  the  Authority  are  elected  while  the  fifth  member  is  appointed  by  the  State  Housing 
Board  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  a  five  yea: 
term  with  staggered  expiration  dates  guaranteeing  a  majority  of  experienced  member 
to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  Authority  at  all  times. 

Officers  are  elected  annually  and  consist  of  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  Treasure: 
and  Assistant  Treasurer.  All  checks  drawn  against  the  Authority  must  be  signed  b; 
the  Chairman  or  Vice  Chairman  and  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer. 

The  Executive  Director,  Austin  D.  Mosco  and  Counsel,  Albert  F.  Pashby  ar 
appointed  by  the  Authority. 

In  September  the  Annual  Re-examination  of  family  income  was  completed  'w 
accordance  with  approved  procedures. 

The  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  195( 
amounted  to  $10,150.00  which  is  the  maximum  that  can  be  obtained  for  deb 
requirements  and  the  operation  of  the  Project. 

The  average  monthly  rent  for  the  Project  amounted  to  $44.95  for  the  yeai 
The  minimum  average  monthly  rental  established  by  the  State  Housing  Board  cai 
not  fall  below  $34.50  per  month. 
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A  total  of  $1848.10  was  paid  to  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  $1296.00  represent- 
ing payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  $552.10  for  water  bills. 

The  contract  to  clean  and  service  the  36  oil  burner  units  was  awarded  to  the 
Geo.  E.  Warren  Heating  Corp.,  Lynn,  Mass.,  the  only  bidder. 

During  the  year  1956  Jiffy  (wooden)  combination  storm  and  screen  windows 
kvere  installed  on  all  first  floor  windows.  The  windows  were  furnished  by  the  Bailey 
Builders  Supply  Co.,  lowest  bidder,  in  the  amount  of  $1391.60.  Labor  and  supplies 
:o  install  same  amounted  to  $601.28  for  a  total  cost  of  $1992.88.  The  new  windows 
;vill  eliminate  drafts,  heat  loss  and  will  reduce  heating  costs  to  the  tenants. 

A  program  of  preventive  maintenance  is  continually  followed  by  the  Authority 
:o  rectify  problems  before  they  become  major  and  expensive  to  repair. 

The  Swampscott  Project  consists  of  9  multiple  buildings,  4  apartments  in  each 
for  a  total  of  36  apartments.  There  are  20  4-room  and  16  5 -room  apartments, 
rhere  are  36  individual  cellars  and  heating  units.  Each  apartment  is  equipped  with 
m  electric  range  and  refrigerator.  The  tenant  supplies  his  own  fuel  and  electricity, 
rhe  Authority  furnishes  the  servicing  of  the  oil  burner  units  and  water, 
j  The  following  insurance  policies  are  carried  by  the  Authority  for  its  protection: 
pre,  Public  Liability,  Position  and  Bond,  Workmen's  Compensation,  Non-Owner- 
Ihip  Auto  and  Fire  and  Theft  on  Office  Furniture. 

Periodic  inspection  of  grounds  and  apartments  are  made  by  representatives  of 
he  Authority. 

The  apartments  were  originally  occupied  in  July  1950,  and  as  the  buildings  get 
ilder,  more  maintenance  and  replacements  will  be  required  which  will  reflect  in 
ligher  maintenance  costs. 

The  costs  to  maintain  and  service  and  maintain  the  heating  units  have  been 
xcessive  during  the  past  two  years.  A  survey  was  made  by  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Elec.  Co. 
3  ascertain  the  possibility  and  advisability  of  conversion  from  oil  to  gas.  Conferences 
^ill  be  held  with  the  State  Housing  Board  on  this  subject  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  three  tenants  moved  out  and  three  tenants  moved  in.

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On  December  7,  1956  the  Authority  was  advised  by  the  Chairman  of  the  State 
Housing  Board  that  Martin  C.  Goldman,  was  appointed  the  State  Member  of  the 
Authority,  to  succeed  Gerald  H.  Pashby,  whose  term  expired  on  June  5,  1956,  but 
who  was  serving  as  a  hold-over. 

Mr.  Pashby's  experience  and  training  has  been  invaluable  to  the  Authority  and 
for  which  all  its  members  are  grateful  for  a  job  well  done.  We  also  congratulate 
Mr.  Goldman  on  his  appointment. 

The  Authority  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Departments  and  the  staff  of  the 
State  Housing  Board  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

During  the  year  1956  our  case  load  showed  a  small  increase  over  the  previous 
y^ear.  However  our  total  expenditures  for  assistance  were  reduced  from  a  high  in 
1955  of  $175,649.41  to  $159,620.35,  a  decrease  of  $16,029.06. 

Expenditures  for  medical  care  show  a  decrease  of  $10,007.46  from  the  total 
for  the  year  1955.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Swampscott  druggists  we  are  now 
Dperating  on  a  greatly  reduced  pricing  schedule  for  medication,  and  all  recipients 
ire  required  to  purchase  locally.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  year  of  1956  was  one  of  continued  concern  to  your  School  Committee, 
rhe  pressing  problem  of  school  enrollment  continues  to  have  our  undivided 
attention.  Again  this  year  we  experienced  an  increase  of  nearly  one  hundred  in  our 
enrollment  figures.  Your  committee  is  particularly  concerned  over  housing  next 
gear's  freshman  class  and,  unless  something  unforeseen  at  this  date  should  happen, 
[hat  class  will  probably  be  scheduled  to  attend  classes  in  the  afternoon.  This  is  an 
svent  which  we  have  strenuously  tried  to  avoid,  and  aibout  which  the  townspeople 
have  been  warned  for  many  years.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
should  allow  such  a  situation  to  exist.  Over  the  years  we  have  been  proud  of  our 
icademic  standards.  However,  there  is  no  question  that  this  situation  will  hurt  our 
Standing  to  some  extent.  We  are  all  hopeful  that  our  new  high  school  will  be 
completed  by  the  fall  of  1958. 
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The  School  Committee  this  year  has  attempted  to  improve  the  public  relatioi 
by  giving  more  publicity  to  our  meetings  as  to  what  transpired.  The  public  has  bet 
urged  to  attend,  and  we  have  been  gratified  by  what  seems  to  be  a  more  gener 
interest  in  school  activities. 

We  have  also  instituted  a  new  plan  this  year,  as  we  have  invited  departme 
heads  to  attend  our  meetings  and  brief  the  committee  on  their  departments.  This 
general  is  a  summation  of  the  School  Committee's  activities.  The  details  of  tl 
operation  and  administration  of  the  school  is  contained  in  the  report  of  tl 
Superintendent  which  we  urge  all  citizens  to  read.

Mrs.  White  and  Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  19! ' 
Enrollments  Continue  to  RJse 

Increasing  enrollments  continue  to  present  us  with  our  greatest  single  admi: 
strative  problem,  that  of  providing  adequate  housing  for  pupils.  Although  t 
increase  in  September,  1956,  was  not  so  great  as  in  the  years  immediately  previo 
we  have  arrived  at  the  point  of  saturation  so  that  we  can  no  longer  absorb  additioi 
pupils  without  making  double  use  of  some  classrooms. 

This  year  the  kindergarten  at  the  Clarke  School  and  the  first  two  grades  at  t 
Hadley  School  are  on  platoons.  The  emergency  measures  which  have  been  introduc 
in  the  past  two  or  three  years  are  being  continued,  and  we  can  expect  to  make  m< 
adjustments  in  the  year  ahead. 

With  an  anticipated  increase  of  about  sixty  students  in  the  High  School 
September,  1957,  it  will  become  necssary  to  make  a  major  revision  in  our  us 
program  in  order  to  house  all  the  pupils.  It  appears  at  this  time  that  the  ninth  gn 
may  have  to  go  on  afternoon  session,  although  we  are  still  examining  other  po: 
bilities.  The  ultimate  decision  will  be  determined,  not  so  much  on  cost  or  convenier 
but  on  the  basis  of  maintaining  our  present  educational  program  with  a  minim  . 
sacrifice  of  standards.

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uilding  Committees  Make  Progress 

Although  we  have  been  occupying  the  Stanley  School  since  September,  1954 
was  not  until  this  past  summer  that  the  building  was  officially  completed  and 
irned  over  to  the  School  Committee.  The  Stanley  School  Building  Committee  which 
ad  as  members  Fred  S.  Brennan;  Chairman,  Walter  H.  Forbes,  Jr.;  Secretary, 
lanche  E.  Doyle;  Crawford  H.  Stocker,  Jr.,  and  George  Sanderson,  can  be  proud 
f  its  accomplishments  in  providing  us  with  an  attractive  and  functional  addition 
>  the  Stanley  building.  To  them  we  extend  our  appreciation  for  their  many  hours 
f  labor  on  our  behalf. 

Extensive  renovations  on  the  Hadley  School  took  place  during  the  summer 
nder  the  direction  of  the  Hadley  School  Building  Committee.  Exterior  masonry 
^as  completely  checked,  patched  and  sealed  in  order  to  correct  serious  deterioration 
lat  had  resulted  in  water  seepage  into  the  classrooms  and  which  also  presented 
serious  safety  hazard.  A  new  roof  was  put  on  the  main  building,  windows  were 
jpaired  or  replaced,  and  all  exterior  wood  and  metal  work  was  painted.  This 
Dmpletes  the  exterior  work  which  has  been  planned  by  the  committee. 

On  the  inside  a  new  electrical  service,  including  fluorescent  fixtures  in  all 
iassrooms,  was  installed.  Some  toilet  fixtures  were  replaced  in  the  basement  of  the 
nnex.  Substantial  improvements  were  made  in  the  heating  and  ventilating  system 
'hich  are  resulting  in  much  improved  operation,  and  we  hope  that  time  will  prove 
lat  a  saving  of  money  will  also  result. 

The  Hadley  School  Building  Committee  plans  considerable  more  work  on  the 
iterior  of  the  building.  However,  since  this  involves  structural  changes  due  to  the 
onversion  of  classrooms  from  use  by  junior  high  pupils  to  elementary  use,  this 
'ork  will  have  to  await  the  completion  of  the  new  High  School. 

The  High  School  Building  Committee  has  been  meeting  weekly  throughout  the 
ear.  They  have  been  confronted  with  many  problems,  the  greatest  of  which  has 
een  the  limitations  of  the  budget.  In  December  the  preliminary  plans  calling  for 
campus-type  school  of  eight  buildings  were  approved  by  the  State  Building 
Lssistance  Commission,  and  the  architect  is  now  preparing  the  final  working 
rawings.  These  are  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  March  1,  and  construction  should 
egin  in  the  early  spring. 

If  the  present  time  schedule  of  the  committee  is  maintained,  the  school  should 
e  ready  for  occupancy  in  September,  1958. 

chool  Program  Shows  Few  Changes 

The  year  1956  was  not  one  in  which  major  changes  were  introduced  into  the 
ducational  offerings  of  the  school.  It  was  a  year  of  stabilization  rather  than  a  year 
f  ferment.  We  have  tried,  successfully  I  believe,  to  maintain  our  high  level  of 
jiucation  in  spite  of  the  problem  of  overcrowding,  and  we  have  strengthened  our 

!ogram  in  several  instances. 
Our  ungraded  class,  begun  in  1955,  has  developed  into  a  class  that  has  received 
claim  from  state  authorities  and  local  parents.  Our  industrial  arts  program  was 
iiproved  by  the  addition  of  a  foundry  unit  in  the  High  School,  and  by  a  new 
)urse  of  study  as  well  as  improved  facilities  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

Although  the  national  uproar  over  reading  has  subsided,  we  continue  to  give 
lat  subject  much  of  our  attention.  We  have  up-graded  the  position  of  building 
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assistant  so  we  are  now  staffed  with  people  in  this  position  who  are  experience 
teachers  with  special  interests  and  training  in  the  teaching  of  reading.  In  Novembt 
all  elementary  pupils  were  dismissed  for  one  day  while  we  held  a  reading  worksho 
for  all  teachers  in  grades  kindergarten  through  six.  At  the  High  School  a  committc 
of  teachers  was  organized  in  the  spring  to  consider  a  program  of  development: 
reading  at  that  level.  It  is  expected  that  almost  every  teacher  in  the  High  School  wi 
eventually  become  involved  in  this  program,  and  we  should  see  a  general  improv 
ment  in  the  reading  abilities  of  secondary  pupils  as  a  result  of  the  improved  teachir 
techniques  and  additional  emphasis  that  will  result  from  the  work  of  this  committe 

Two  educational  events  of  no  little  significance  were  new  to  us  this  yea 
For  the  first  time  an  Honor  Society  banquet  was  held  in  conjunction  with  tl 
initiation  of  new  members  into  that  scholastic  group.  This  affair  which  ga^ 
recognition  to  our  academically  more  successful  pupils  was  finely  received  and  mj 
become  an  annual  event. 

The  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  Swampscott  schools,  141  in  total,  w: 
graduated  in  June.  Since  it  was  impossible  to  provide  satisfactory  facilities  for  eitb 
the  graduates  or  their  guests  in  the  High  School  auditorium,  arrangements  were  mac 
to  hold  the  exercises  in  the  Surf  Theatre  during  the  morning.  While  we  prefer 
graduate  the  pupils  from  our  own  facilities,  this  innovation  seemed  to  be  qui 
satisfactory. 

Major  Maintenance  Projects  Delayed 

In  1956  salary  increases  and  other  essential  services  caused  a  substantial  increa 
in  the  sdhooX  budget.  As  a  result  tihe  aippropriation  for  maintenance  projects  w 
cut  back.  None  of  the  much  needed  painting  projects  was  accomplished,  and  \' 
managed  to  postpone  for  one  more  year  the  replacement  of  the  old  boilers  in  tl 
High  School. 

Nonetheless,  several  improvements  were  made.  We  installed  a  new  dishwash 
in  the  High  School  Cafeteria  and  hot  water  heaters  in  the  cafeterias  of  both  t] 
Hadley  School  and  the  High  School.  These  new  items  were  necessary  for  prop 
operation  and  had  been  directed  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

In  the  Machon  School  the  electrical  circuits  were  balanced  to  correct  a  conditi< 
of  overloaded  lines  that  had  plagued  us  for  some  time.  Shades  were  installed 
the  skylights  of  the  Machon  auditorium  so  that  the  room  could  be  darkened  for  u 
of  visual  aids. 

Members  of  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  and  the  Hadley  custodial  st 
cooperated  in  remodelling  the  shop  in  the  Hadley  Annex.  A  partition  was  remov 
the  room  was  painted,  and  the  layout  of  equipment  was  completely  reorganize 
With  the  new  lights  provided  by  the  Hadley  Building  Committee,  we  now  have 
much  improved  shop  for  the  instruction  of  Junior  High  pupils  in  this  field. 

Five  gas  stoves  in  our  homemaking  departments  were  replaced  by  new  mode 
Since  these  are  purchased  on  a  special  education  plan,  the  cost  for  frequent  repla( 
ment  is  extremely  small. 

It  had  been  planned  to  correct  the  serious  water  penetration  of  one  wall 
the  Clarke  School  and  another  leaky  wall  in  the  Machon  School,  but  'both  of  th< 
projects  were  postponed  because  of  insufficient  funds.  The  money  appropriated  i 
these  projects  was  used  to  pay  for  fuel,  the  cost  of  which  we  had  underestimat 
in  our  budget.

ersonnel  Changes 

Maintaining  an  outstanding  professional  staff  is  the  greatest  single  responsibility 
F  a  Superintendent  of  Schools.  In  1956  we  lost  several  fine  teachers,  but  we  feel 
lat  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  excellent  replacements  for  them. 

The  turn-over  in  teaching  personnel  was  substantially  smaller  in  1956  than  in 
le  previous  year.  The  opening  of  school  in  September  found  us  with  fourteen 
achers  who  had  not  been  with  us  the  previous  year.  One  of  these  returned  after  a 
ave  of  absence,  two  represented  additions  to  the  staff,  and  eleven  replaced  persons 
ho  had  left  our  system.  One  teacher  was  added  to  the  staff  at  the  High  School, 
id  another  addition  was  made  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Two  teachers,  both  of  whom  had  served  the  boys  and  girls  of  Swampscott  for 
lany  years,  retired  in  June.  Miss  Ruth  James  taught  at  the  Clarke  and  Machon 
:hools  before  joining  the  Hadley  School  faculty  twenty-five  years  ago.  George 
[utchinson,  a  product  of  the  Swampscott  schools  himself,  terminated  many  years 
f  teaching  Industrial  Arts  in  the  Junior  High  School.  To  each  of  these  go  the  best 
ishes  of  all  who  had  occasion  to  work  with  them. 

Three  teachers  were  granted  leaves  of  absence  in  1956.  They  were  Marjorie 
arisen,  Kathleen  Gordon,  and  Katherine  Walsh. 

Resignations  were  received  from  Barbara  Baker,  Stanton  Baker,  Irving  Fletcher, 
Dan  Dymond,  Patricia  McCormack,  Priscilla  Schryver,  Helen  Sharp,  and  just 
fcently  from  Barbara  Poole. 

I  Conclusion 

Good  schools  can  be  operated  and  maintained  only  by  the  coordinated  efforts 
t  large  numbers  of  competent  and  dedicated  people.  We  have  been  fortunate  in 
956  to  have  so  many  people  genuinely  concerned  about  our  schools  and  anxious 
)  help  m  many  ways  to  provide  sound  and  effective  education  for  the  boys  and 
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girls  of  Swampscott.  The  School  Committee,  the  principals  and  school  staff,  an 
other  citizens  who  have  served  the  schools  well  deserve,  and  do  receive,  my  person; 
appreciation  for  their  contributions  throughout  the  year.

For  years  "building"  has  been  uppermost  in  Swampscott  Library  reports,  and 
bis  year  is  no  exception,  but  with  what  a  difference ! 

I  The  enlarged  and  remodelled  library  was  opened  for  public  view  on  Sunday 
[fternoon,  March  11,  when  it  was  visited  by  about  700  townspeople.  Service  was 
psumed  March  12.  Comments  were  generally  approving,  with  particular  admiration 
jor  the  colors  (chosen  by  J.  Sanger  Attwill,  who  had  been  retained  by  the  Building 
Lommittee  for  that  purpose)  and  the  many  beautiful  flower  arrangements  given  by 
^le  9  garden  clubs  and  by  individuals,  including  Mrs.  Harold  A.  Carlson. 
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An  Exhibit  Case  in  the  Library  Lobby 


The  following  week  the  North  Shore  Library  Club  meeting  here  gave  8  I 
librarians  a  chance  to  inspect  the  building.  A  description  was  printed  in  the  summf 
issue  of  The  Bay  State  Librarian  under  the  title  "A  North  Shore  Library  Grows". 

People  from  other  towns  have  commented  frequently  upon  how  much  con 
munity  cooperation  is  evident  —  and  we  agree  —  as  gifts  are  designated :  furnishing 
in  the  Children's  Room  given  in  memory  of  Harold  A.  Carlson  by  the  Junior  Ai 
Society;  staff  room  refrigerator-stove  and  other  furniture  from  the  Woman's  Clul 
a  4-speed  record  player  from  Rotary  Club;  reference  desk  from  Benjamin  A.  Shulkir 
grading  and  planting,  as  well  as  repair  to  walks,  by  the  Department  of  Public  Work 
a  set  of  dishes  from  the  Woman's  Republican  Club.  Most  recently  received  are 
framed  flower  print  from  the  Garden  Club  of  Swampscott  and  an  oil  paintin 
"Along  Swampscott  Shore"  planned  and  executed  for  the  spot  it  occupies,  by  Cly( 
Witham.  All  Christmas  decorations  were  designed  and  put  up  by  Cottage  Gardene 
as  a  gift. 

Another  frequent  comment  by  both  librarian  and  layman  expresses  surprise  tbJIi 
there  is  so  much  more  building  than  shows  from  Burrill  Street !  The  chief  gains  ma« 
are:  Children's  Room  at  street  level,  with  only  one  main  entrance  for  all  ^glls 
stackroom  20  x  29  feet  on  the  north  side  of  the  old  building ;  single  large  basem^jl 
stack  (made  from  what  was  formerly  5  rooms)  reached  conveniently  via  the  shaB 
axis  of  the  building,  making  the  book  capacity  about  50,000  volumes;  57  seats  fi 
adults  instead  of  the  former  31 ;  a  quiet,  dignified  reading  room  in  the  Henry  |l: 
Baldwin  Historical  Room  with  a  most  interesting  wall  of  framed  early  maps,  mziW 
of  them  drawn  to  scale  by  Mr.  Baldwin  himself;  stackroom  for  back  files  I 
magazines;  new  public  toilets;  small  rest  room  for  staff;  a  listening  room,  equippjj] 
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nth  player  by  the  Rotary  Club;  "research  room"  on  the  top  floor  which  is  beginning 
3  be  stocked  with  files  of  donated  journals. 

Enlargement  of  facilities  was  made  successfully  with  no  more  staff  required 
or  supervision.  A  part-time  janitor  was  an  essential,  both  because  of  the  increased 
rea  in  public  use  which  must  be  cared  for,  and  to  insure  supervision  of  the  basement 
Dilets  in  the  evening.  We  were  fortunate  to  secure  a  good  person  in  Anthony 
)i  Pietro. 

As  far  as  work  goes  it  is  no  year  to  compare  with  preceding  ones.  The  adult 
epartment  was  closed  entirely  during  January,  February  and  the  first  week  of  March, 
/hich  was  for  the  rest  of  the  month  a  succession  of  blizzards. 

Some  systematic  work  was  done  on  the  adult  book  collection  in  science,  par- 
icularly  chemistry,  and  the  electrical  and  automobile  books.  More  of  this  kind  of 
urvey  and  purchasing  should  be  done.  Short  booklists,  compiled  here  and  mimeo- 
Taphed  for  distribution  would  be  of  value,  but  such  work  has  been  impossible 
luring  the  last  two  years.  The  effort  to  promote  recreational  reading  among  the 
igh  school  group  is  ^7  desultory.  No  inventory  has  been  taken  since  19^2.  Index- 
ig  of  the  materials  issued  for  the  centennial  in  1952  has  never  been  finished,  nor 
ould  it  have  been  typed  if  it  were  ready.  Therefore  the  request  for  an  added  general 
ssistant  is  being  made.  Her  presence  would  make  possible  more  bibliographic  work 
y  the  older  members  of  the  staff.  We  would  still  need  some  high  school  help  to 
helve  books  and  do  simple  mending. 

The  psychiatrist  who  described  a  child  as  "tending  toward  maladjustment  — 
Ikes  to  read"  would  be  horrified  in  Swampscott  where  1,342  children  have  library 
krds  and  have  used  them  to  such  purpose  that  slightly  over  50  per  cent  of  this  year's 
irculation  was  from  that  department. 

During  January  and  February  while  the  adult  department  was  closed  the 
Children's  Room  lent  books  as  usual.  In  addition  a  rearrangement  of  all  fiction  by 
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"reader  interest"  was  made,  with  assistants  from  the  adult  department  aiding  M 
Forbes  in  the  tremendous  amount  of  detail.  A  faster  method  of  charging  was  i 
worked  out  for  adoption  in  the  new  room;  and  the  picture  collection  headings  W( 
revised. 

Moving  the  8,000  books  was  done  in  4  days  with  several  troops  of  Boy  Scot 
doing  the  carrying,  and  some  Girl  Scouts  helping  to  arrange  shelves,  all  supervis 
by  Mrs.  Forbes  and  Angelo  Losano. 

Features  which  give  the  room  some  of  its  individuality  are  the  Detroit-sty] 
magazine  rack;  and  the  case  near  the  entrance  where  miniature  bronze  figurines 
Beatrix  Potter  characters  parade,  the  gift  of  various  friends:  Mrs.  Nelson  J.  Darlii 
Jr.,  Mrs.  Walter  H.  Forbes,  Jr.,  Miss  Deborah  Foi^bes,  Miss  Ruth  E.  Pollard,  M 
James  Walker,  Mr.  James  Walker,  and  Mrs.  Robert  Shapiro.  Recently  Mrs.  Har( 
Manker  has  given  4  German-constructed  gnome  musicians  who  add  another  pleasu 
able  touch  to  the  room. 

The  Summer  Reading  Club  with  the  seashore  as  theme  required  an  entrar 
fee  of  a  mounted,  identified  shell  from  the  beach.  One  hundred  and  three  memb 
were  eligible  for  the  concluding  party  held  in  our  own  (unfinished)  auditorii 
with  a  film  program  and  refreshments. 

Regular  monthly  story  hours  have  been  held  by  Mrs.  Philip  Kitfield,  a  volunt 
to  whom  we  are  very  grateful,  and  Mrs.  Forbes.  A  very  special  event  occurred 
December  29  when  an  author  and  illustrator,  Baiibara  Cooney,  read  a  story  a 
illustrated  it  on  the  spot,  leaving  three  of  the  pictures  with  us  to  keep.  She  ca 
through  Mrs.  Kitfield's  interest  also. 

One  more  gift,  in  this  year  of  many  gifts,  was  the  bequest  from  Granv; 
Ingalls  of  two  funds  of  three  thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  known  as  the  Ben j an 
G.  Ingalls  Fund,  and  the  Clara  F.  Ingalls  Fund,  for  his  father  and  mother. 

To  the  Garden  Clubs  for  the  weekly  flowers,  again  thanks.  And  to  Mr.  Han 
P.  Willett  our  appreciation  for  the  photographs  used  to  illustrate  this  report,  a 
for  others  on  file.  A  list  of  donors  of  books  and  magazine  subscriptions  is  pes 
in  the  Library. 

No  report  could  fail  to  mention  Angelo  Losano's  many  extra  services  beyc 
the  call  of  duty.  No  one  knows  all  the  extra  trips  he  has  made  back  to  the  build:  i 
during  its  remodelling;  he  planned  and  executed  many  of  the  moves,  tempor 
and  permanent,  which  were  needed;  he  refinished  a  number  of  smaller  pieces,  si 
as  footstools ;  and  is  continually  making  improvements  in  small  things  which  m; 
work  easier  for  the  entire  staff.  Comments  by  visitors  on  the  condition  of 
building  recognize  his  exceptional  care.

The  volume  of  work  for  the  Town  Counsel  to  perform  during  the  past  ye 
has  been  extremely  heavy  and  has  taken  up  a  consideraible  part  of  every  day.  The 
is  also  a  great  amount  of  detail  and  stenographic  work  entailed  in  the  performar 
of  duties  of  the  Town  Counsel.  All  of  this  suggests  the  immediate  need  for 
appointment  of  an  Assistant  Town  Counsel. 

My  heartfelt  appreciation  is  extended  to  you  and  to  all  other  Town  Offici; 
and  persons  who  have  assisted  and  cooperated  with  me  so  much  during  the  ye 
One  of  the  many  satisfactions  of  public  service  is  that  which  comes  from  deali 
with  fine  persons  in  the  performance  of  one's  work.  This  is  especially  so  here 
Swampscott.
